EW YORK, June ll.—Theodore Roosevelt, In an arUcle In the Outlook 
made public last night, makes It ss clear ac day that if he is not nom­ 
inated by the Chicago convention be will bolt, and declares It then will 
become “the bounden duty” of all good and honest Republicans to “repudiate" 
the convention’s nominee. Ile says: 
“The contest for the Republican nomination has now narrowed down to 
a naked issue of right and wrong; for the Issue Is simply whether or not 
we shall permit a system of naked fraud, of naked theft from the people, to 
triumph. 
“I have made this contest on two great principles—first, the right <-f the 
people to rule and therefore, is-the exercise of their deliberate Judvm< ut, to 
control the government and their governmental agents; anet; c tcond, their 
duty so to rule as to bring about not osly political, but s o c u jj and industrial 
Justice. 
. - 
Declares Openly He Will Bolt 
"I do not intend tamely to submit to an effort by the bosses acting as the 
representatives of special privilege to throw aside the verdict of the people 
and substitute a fake verdiet of their own. 
“This is precisely what Mr. Barnes, Mr. McKinley and their associates 
and representatives on the national committee at Chicago are now attempt­ 
ing; but I am not prepared to believe they have the support of a majority 
of the committee. 
“During the last six weeks Mr. Taft's campaign has been carried on by 
those behind him—I do not say merely those under him, for I think some of 
the interests to which I allude are really over him and not under him—in such 
fashion as to make the contest a farce. 
“The talk of the Taft managers and even of Mr. Taft himself, the ut 
terances of the great dailies, especially the great metropolitan dailies, which 
are controlled or influenced by Wall Street, and the action threatened by 
many of the National Committee, all combine to show that the backers of Mr.

Dances” arranged as a double

on two pianos, brilliantly performed 
bk Misses Anna Potter, Dorothy Bec­ 
oom be, Ruth Armstrong and Georgia 
Smith. 
The second number was a revela­ 
tion to the assembled guests as 
to 
what may he accomplished by a child. 
Elinor 'Macintosh, 12 years of 
age, 
played Mozart's wonderful "Corona­ 
tion Concerto” in D minor, a compo­ 
sition of sufficient difficulty to tax the 
artistic powers of "grown-up” profes­ 
sionals. 
Little Miss Macintosh play­ 
ed It beautifully from memory, 
her 
little hands 
with 
graceful 
motion 
running the brilliant cadenzas with 
a touch of velvet—smooth, rippling, 
accurate. 
Mrs. Keller played second 
piano through the second and

"movements”, hut the part is lnter- 
mittant, and gave the child opportun­ 
ity for the display of splendid precis­ 
ion and technique.

fTom all evidence at hand, both pub­ 
lic and private, the conclusion is in­ 
evitable, th at the Republican voters 
of the country will not accept Presi­ 
dent Taft as their candidate.

W e do not know what the Progres­ 
sive leaders will do, in the event of 
Mr. T aft’s nomination, to secure the 
enforcem ent of the verdict of the peo­ 
ple, but we believe the progressive

Where Democratic primaries have 
been held, Democrats have mostly 
voted for Champ Clark, whose feet 
are mired In the past.

THE CRISIS 


A m onth-term ly a short tim e/ and 
this month of June, 1912, is already 
one-third gone. 
But within the brief 
tw enty days rem aining of th e month, 
the most im portant 
happenings 
in 
American political history since 
the 
Civil W ar are scheduled to take place. 
In fact, within those twenty days, the 
political era which began 
with ihg, 
Civil War, will have ended and we 
shall have entered on a new era which 
may last until the social revolution— 
lf that is destined ever to come. 
Before the first of July, there will 
be at least two new political parties 
in this country. These new parties 
may bear the names and inherit the 
organizations of the Republican 
and 
Democratic parties—it is to be bolted 
they will. The change may be made 
and if possible will be made, so gently 
that, only the future historians can 
analyze Its full significance. 
It 
is 
better if it can come ny evolutionary 
rather than by revolutionary process. 
But it will 
be 
equally 
important, 
w hether it is made by quiet growth or 
noisy explosion. And there is a itossi- 
bility now apparent to every one that 
it may come by explosion. 
In that 
case there may be three or four tem ­ 
porary new parties, instead of 
two 
perinament ones But the reduction to 
two would then be only postponed, 
aud made more deficient and waste­ 
ful. 
The people of the United States are 
divided into Conservatives und 
Pro­ 
gressives. 
The political organizations 
of the United States are divided into 
Republicans and Democrats. The peo­ 
ple are divided on present issues. The 
organizations are aligned ou past is­ 
sues. 
It is a situation which has no 
meaning and no present excuse for ex­ 
istence. And. in fact, it is not goin^ 
to exist more than three weeks longer. 
Fifty-six years tbe old lines 
have 
persisted. In less than half that num­ 
ber of days they will be obliterated. 
Herein is the importance 
of 
the 
Roosevelt candidacy. The future be­ 
longs to the Progressive party, as the 
past bas belonged to the Republican 
party. 
Nothing th at we may do or 
say, in those few fateful days, 
can 
alter that predestined fact. But these 
days will determ ine whether that Pro­ 
gressive party Is to succeed to the in­ 
valuable inheritance of the Republi­ 
can party, or w hether It is to be bur­ 
dened with Democratic incapacity or 
new -party instability. 
The Republican party is an instru­ 
mentality so well tested that it would 
teem madness to throw It away. Fifty 
years of responsible leadership have 
equipped It with men, traditions, or­ 
ganisation and esprit de corps, such 
a s no other party could get except by 
the same slow process. Moreover, the 
Republican party contains In Its mem- 
fraraJUjf mom ox the fn§roBHm wot- 


the other half will accept the People’s 
verdict, the crisis will be passed. Tbe 
Republican party will be the Progres­ 
sive party, and will be started on a 
course as long, as im portant aud as 
glorious as that on wnicli it was first

Declares Section 11 of Panama 


Canal Bill Favors Big Rail­ 


road Company 


WASHINGTON, June ll.—The Pan­ 
ama cabal bill, aa agreed to by the 
Senate committee, ratifies the action 
of the House in granting free tolls to 
American coastwise ships, and goes 
a step further by granting free tolls to 
American ships engaged in 
foreign 
trade on condition that the vessels be 
made available for use by the United 
States in case of war. 
On the question of railroad control 
of canal shipping, the Senate bill prac­ 
tically, .nullifies the 
action 
of the 
House' in prohibiting the use of the 
waterway to railroad-owned vessels. 
Railroad-owned ships doing an in­ 
teroceanic trade and an 
incidental 
coastwise trade are permitted to ply 
through the canal under the Senate 
bill. U la claimed that this provision 
Is directly for the benefit of the Pa­ 
cific MAU Steamship Company, the 
only American line coming within the 
terms of tho measure, and a fight on 
the section is promised in both Sent 
ate and House. 
The railroad Beetlen of 
the 
Bill 
passed In (he Senate committee by 
one vote, Senator Perkins of Califor­ 
nia voting for it. A minority' report 
will be presented in the Senate by 
Senator Bristow and others and it is 
declared that the section will not be 
able to stand. Should It pass In the 
Senate a. vigorous battle will be made 
against H in the HoUae, and It la pos­ 
sible that the outcome will be the de­ 
feat of Any canal legislation at this 
session. 1 
Representative Knowland of Cali­ 
fornia, who led the House fight for 
free tolls, said yesterday; 
“Virtually the new section ll pro­ 
vides that no ship owned, chartered, 
operated or controlled 
by 
a rail 
road company ahall be permitted to 
use the cima! lf engaged in the coast 
wise tradh, except the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, a majority of 
whose stock ta owned by a transcon 
tinental railroad company. 
“Whon the shippers of California 
realize what is being attempted I pre 
dict there will be a strong protest 
Section ll Is pf no value at all aa at 
present worded.”

EL PASO, June l l —An invading 
federal army from Sonora hurrying 
to the relief of General Huerta's army 
yesterday scattered the rebel band 
sent to oppose Ha progress and car 
ried the fighting to Pearson, a town 
on the Mexican Northwestern 
rail­ 
road, where there is a large American 
colony and the Pearson lumber mills. 
A battle also was fought at Aguaje, 
near Pearson. 
The battle at Pearson was contin­ 
ued from IO o'clock yesterday morn­ 
ing until late In the afternoon, when 
the rebels withdrew. A special train 
bearing rebel 
wounded 
last night 
reached Juares from Pearson and 
Aguaje. It brought a few wounded of­ 
ficers. It la said twenty federal* were 
slain. 
Refugees say the rebels hanged all 
captured federals. From the train, 
they said, one man was seen hanging 
from a telegraph pole. 
The federals were part of Vice Gov­ 
ernor Gayou's men from Sonora. The 
rebels were commanded by Captain 
Marlines, and In the rebel command 
were the troops of the Juares and 
Madera garrtsoqa. 
Last night* a rebel troop movement 
to the scene was started. Unless the! 
rebels can cheek the federal advance j 
at Pearson the Chihuahua rebel ter-; 
ritory will be menaced. 
All mean# of obtaining supplies 
from the squGt has been cut off by 
the rebels around Torreon. General 
Huerta's federal army has been re­ 
duced to eating Its horses and dogs. 
Federals In El Paso aay Huerta’s 
army will be reinforced in two days 
with 2000 fresh troops and Chihuahua 
completely surrounded. 
Yesterday rebel headquarters as­ 
serted Colonel Antonio Rojas 
with 
3000 rebels was well on his way to 
Torreon, where the rebels aay they 
already have General Banquet's Ceder 
a1 army closely pressed.
